PHILOSOPHY/OBJECTIVES OF ANY LEGITIMIZATION FOR EXCEP- 
TIONAL SELECTIVITY. HONG KONG REP (TSAO) INITIALLY 
STATED THAT NEW CHAPTER WAS NOT A BASIS FOR NEGOTIATION, 

AND THAT HIS CURRENT INSTRUCTIONS WOULD NOT EVEN PERMIT 
HIM TO COMMENT ON IT; HE SUBSEQUENTLY SEEMED TO BACKTRACK 
TO A POSITION THAT CONSENSUAL SELECTIVITY MIGHT BE 
FEASIBLE BUT THAT WAS THE LIMIT. INDIA (KUMAR) CONTENTED 
ITSELF WITH ASKING SERIES OF LEADING QUESTIONS IN QUASI- 
COURTROOM FASHION BUT DID NOT ATTEMPT TO DRAW CONCLUSIONS 
FOR THE GROUP. BRAZIL (BARTHEL-ROSA) OBSERVED THAT OF 
THE TWO MAIN ALTERNATIVES PRESENTED IN SELECTIVITY CHAPTER 
(EC'S AND U.S./JAPAN'S). THE FORMER WAS "HARDLY WORTH A 
SECOND READING" WHILE THE LATTER WOULD REQUIRE "A MUCH 
CLOSER READING '. MEXICO ARRIVED LATE AND HAD LITTLE TO 
SAY. PERHAPS MOST OBSCURE BUT EVOCATIVE COMMENT CAME 
FROM KOREAN REP (LEE) WHO TERMED CHAPTER 4 "QUITE 
DISCOURAGING": LDCS HAD "EXPECTED HEAD OF DRAGON BUT 
GOTTEN TAIL OF SNAKE" (*) 

3. LDCS DID NOT OBJECT, HOWEVER- AND IN FACT ENDORSED- 
DC GROUP ANNOUNCEMENT OF ITS INTENTION TO HAVE WHOLE 
DOCUMENT CIRCULATED IN BLUE-STRIPED FORM SO THAT IT COULD 
BE LEGITIMATELY IN HANDS OF ALL MTN 

PARTICIPANTS. COMMENT: DC WILLINGNESS TO TAKE THIS STEP 
NOW MAY HAVE TEMPORARILY DAMPENED INCREASINGLY SHRILL LDC 
COMMENTARY ON SELECTIVITY. FOR THE MOMENT LDCS CONTINUE 
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TO CAUCUS AMONG THEMSELVES, WITH SOME TENSION DEVELOPING 
BETWEEN MODERATES WHO WOULD LIKE TO NEGOTIATE BEST DEAL 
POSSIBLE ON SELECTIVITY AND EXTREMISTS WHO WOULD OPPOSE 
IT AT ALMOST ANY COST, INCLUDING LOSS OF AGREEMENT ON 
REST OF SAFEGUARD RULES WHICH WOULD BE QUITE BENEFICIAL TO 
THEM. END COMMENT.
